r —publiſhing of this Dur Pꝛotlamation, oꝛ after therr arrinall, as they ſhall 
come hereakter, they repaire to their dwelling places, if they haue anp.oꝛ other wiſe to the Townes, 
Partſhes, and plates where they were boꝛne there to beſtow and implop themſelues in their wonted 
andlawfull vocations, oꝛ in lome lawfull Trade oꝛ tourſe of life, vntill We hall haue occaſion to call 
them to Dur Seruite: And to that purpoſe,nze doe charge all Matozs, Sherifes, Juſtites of Peace, 
Conſtables, Head Boꝛoughs, and all other Our Officers, Miniſters, and louing Subiects, as well 
to aſſiſt the ſaid Souldiers in their Palling and Journey home wards, ſo long as they ſhall well and 
peateablp behane themſelues, without offence to Dur Tawes, oꝛ diſturbance to the reſt of Our 
people, as alſo being returned to their ſaid ſeuerall Countries, and abodes, to treat them with all 
charitable reſpects due to men, who haue faithfully ſerued the Allies of their Pꝛinte and Countrey, 
But on the other part. nge doe alſo make knowne hereby bntothe ſaid Souldiers, that if any ofthem. 
contrary to this Pꝛotlamation, halbe found lingering and ſtaping in oz about Our ſaid Cities of 
London and Weſtminſter, oꝛ other good Townes, not being the place of their birth oz abode, after (ich 
time as they may well take knowledge ofthe publication thereof, oꝛ remame bpon the way into their 
ſeuerall Countries 02 otherwiſe , either tm Company oz ſingle , longer then is fit fo: trauei⸗ 
ling-men; Our expzelſe command is, ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons fo offending, ſhalbe puniſhed acco:ding 
tothe Lawes and Statutes in that taſe pꝛouided:herot We do ſtraightly charge enery one, whom 
it doth oz may concerne in their ſeuerall places, to take notice, and duly toodbſerne and perfozme Pur 
Royall pleaſure in the pꝛemiſſes, at their perill.
